When the Fiji National Team runs onto Perry Park for the two tests against Queensland, it will bring back memories of the 
first ever side from the South Pacific island nation to play in Brisbane. 


The match was on June 6, 1961, when the Queensland Team 
clashed against a team called 'Fiji Indians’ at the Brisbane Exhibit- 
ion Ground. The match resulted in an emphatic 13 - 2 win fora 
star-studded Queensland side. The half-time score was 8 - 0. 

Leading the way for the Maroons was Ipswich’s Col Kitching 
who finished the match with an amazing eight goals. Brian '‘Chooky’ 
Vogler scored a hat-trick while the other came from Spencer Kitch- 
ing and Graham McMillian, Queensland's most capped player. 
The Fijian Indians’ scorers that night were Bal Krishna and 
Hakim Dean. 

The Queensland team was: Brian Topfer, Derek ‘Nobby’ Clarke, 
Duncan McKenna, Les McCrea, Lance Petie, Cliff Sander, Brian 
Vogler, Spencer Kitching, Col Kitching (Captain), Ron Wilson and 
Graham MeMillan. 

Queensland did not play a Fijian side again until the Maroons 
went to Suva in 1985. The Bruce Stowell coached team lost their 
first ‘Test’ 1 - 2, with Dave Wheeler scoring, but bounced back to 
win the second match 2 - 1, with Garry Bromfield and Alan Niven 
(penalty) finding the net. Queensland finished the tour with a3 - 1 
win over Lautoka with Bromfield scoring all three.
